Volksraad Determined to Maintain 


the Rij*lits of the South African Re- 
public, but Resolves to Temporarily 
Droj) IMtsunssion of tlie Mobilizing 
of British Troops. 
Pretoria, Sept. 9.—The government 


has issued a formal announcement that 
its last dispatch was intended as an 
acceptance of the joint inquiry. 
The 


mistaken interpretation arose through 
a confusion of ideas. 
Both President 


Kruger and Vice President Joubert de- 
clare that they are determined to work 
for a peaceful settlement. 


Pretoria, Sept. 9.—In the first raad 


debate was resumed on the interpella- 
tion of the government respecting the 
concentration of British troops on the 
border and the stoppage of ammuni- 
tion consigned to the Transvaal. The 
house adjourned after adopting unani- 
mously the following resolution: 


"The 
volksraad, having considered 


that correspondence is still passing be- 
tween the two governments; that the 
concentration of troops in great num- 
bers near the border has a detrimental 
and restless effect on the inhabitants 
of the state, and that the Transvaal 
has lived in friendship and peace with 
all nations, and desires to continue to 
live in such friendship and peace, now 
declares its regret at the fact of con- 
centration and expresses the opinion 
that, in the case of eventualities which 
might lead to enmity or war between 
the two governments, the cause would 
not lie with the republic. 


"As regards the stoppage of ammu- 


nition at DelagoEi bay, the volksraad 
trusts that the government will act ac- 
cording to circumstances. 


"The raad further resolves to drop 


the matter of 'tire concentration o£ 
troops on the border for the present 
until the government shall supply fur- 
ther information to the raad, although 
the information obtained is unsatisfac- 
tory. Nevertheless, and with a view to 
the results of negotiations which are 
pending, the raad declares itself deter- 
mined in the meantime to. maintain 
the rights and independence of the re- 
public."

South Afric:m minister Talks of the 


Transvaal Situation. 


Chicago, Sept. 9. — "England wants 


our country aud we do not Intend to 
lose it. There will be war in South Af- 
rica, a war of the most awful and 
bloody character." 


This opinion and others were ex- 


pressed by H. S. Bosnian, pastor of a 
Dutch Reformed church in Pretoria, 
Transvaal. Mr. Bosman is on his way 
to the assembly of Presbyterians which 
convenes in Washington. He was born 
in the Transvaal. 


"To the loyal people of the Trans- 


vaal will lie added the people of the 
Orange Free State. Cq.rje Colony and 
Natal," continued Mr. Bosman. "The 
Afrikander people will fight to the last 
gap, and if England wins it must be by 
the utter ravaging o! the country and 
extermination 
of every loyal 
Afri- 


kar.fler. 


"I am convinced that war is in pros- 


pect. President Kruger's dramatic ut- 
terances in the volksraad, his declara- 
tion that he had given all but his life 
in concession to England, but that nor 
the life of the republic lie would not 
give, but faintly express the feelings 
of the Transvaal people. 
Every man 


is certain England means nothing less 
than the seizure of the country. 


"The question of franchises is only 


one reason for strained relations. 
The 


real reason lies in England's realiza- 
tion that if she does not now crush the 
rapidly developing union of the Trans- 
vaal, the Free State, the Cape Colony 
and Natal into a single republic it will 
he too If.te. 


"There is an offensive and defensive 


treaty between the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State which will compel 
the latter to furnish troops. The 40,000 
burghers will be added to 30,000 from 
the Free State and 90,000 from Cape 
Colony. To combat this number Eng- 
land will need 530,000 troops."
